NetFind  depends  on  two  files  of  "seed"  data  describing  hints  of  machines  to  search  for 
various  possible  requests.  These  are  called  INDEX  and  RF.mm.dd  (where  mm.dd  is  a 
date).  To  install  NetFind,  choose  a  place  on  disk  for  these  seed  files  and  then  set  the 
environment  variable  SEED_DB  to  point  to  the  INDEX  file.  If  NetFind 
fails  to  run,  the  SEED_DB  variable  is  probably  not  set  correctly. 

The  program  netfind  can  be  placed  anywhere.  The  file  netfind.l  is  a  man  page  and  should 
be  placed  along  with  the  other  man  pages. 

Notes 

1.  NetFind  currently  runs  only  on  SunOS  4.0  or  more  recent  systems.  We  are  working  on 
a  port  to  other  platforms. 

2.  The  file  "resolv.conf '  must  exist  in  order  for  the  tool  to  find  a  domain  name  server. 
Normally  this  file  is  in  /etc,  but  since  Sun  systems  use  the  Sun  yellow  pages,  sometimes 
this  file  is  not  installed.  In  this  case  you  can  either  install  the  file  in  /etc  or  you  can  put  a 
copy  of  it  in  a  directory  from  which  you  always  run  NetFind,  since  our  version  of  fiie 
BIND  resolver  checks  for  ./resolv.conf  before  checking  for  /etc^esolv.conf.  A  template 
for  resolv.conf  has  been  provided  in  resolv.conf. template.  Fill  in  the  appropriate  machine 
names  with  the  names  of  your  name  servers.  If  you  do  not  know  your  name  servers,  ask 
your  systems  administrator  or  contact  XCARET  Research  (800)  736-1285. 

3.  Occasionally,  NetFind  may  hang  while  waiting  for  a  response  to  one  of  its  machine 
searches:  maybe  there  was  some  problem  with  the  foreign  machine  or  maybe  the 
connection  broke.  To  exit,  you  must  type  ctrl-C. 

4.  If  you  do  not  find  a  user  you  know  is  out  there,  it  is  often  because  he  is  not  on  the 
Internet  Maybe  his  mail  is  forwarded  by  a  UUCP  connection.  Such  is  often  the  case  with 
foreign  addresses.  A  second  possibility  is  that  his  machine  refuses  any  requests  by  NetFind 
for  security  reasons.  This  may  happen  at  some  military  domains  and  some  large  computer 
or  defense  corporations.  OFTEN  INTERNET  CONNECTIONS  MAT  BE  DOWN.  TRY 
YOUR  SEARCH  AGAIN  AT  A  LATER  TIME  AND  YOU  MAY  BE  ABLE  TO  REACH 
MACHINES  WHICH  WERE  PREVIOUSLY  NOT  CONNECTED.
